Envoys’ Best Efforts Have Failed— 
Now Tokio and St. Peters- 
burg Must Decide.

Portsmouth, N. H., Aug. 18.—Tonight for the 
first time since the Russo-Japanese negotia- 
tions began, I think it pessible a serious 
effort for peace may be made beyond the 
limits of the conference itself. To say that is 
not to say it will be successful. On the ques- 
tion of ita success or probable or possible 
success there are tonight no means of form- 

ing an opinion. 
The conference has adjourned until next 
Tuesday. The official bulletin follows: 

Not being able to arrive at an agree- 
ment on article 11, the conference has passed 
on to a discussion of the last article, which 
has been accepted unanimously. The next 
sitting will take place next Tuesday, Aug. 
22, at 3 o'clock. 

Of this several interpretations. may be 
hazarded. None can be authoritative except 
the bare statement thet this adjournment 
has taken place to enable the secretaries of 


Tuesday it is supposed that protocols and 
all other official documents connected with 
the work of the conference can be completed. 


Fate of East Has Hung in Balance. 

The plenipotentiaries, in the phraseology 
of an American political convention, 
“point with pride to the rapidity of their 
work. They have sat but nine days in all. 
During that time they have dealt with twelve 
articles, which, had they accepted all, would 
have redistributed the political power of the 
east, restored to China her ravished prov- 
ince and its railways, handed over Corea, 
Port Arthur, and Sakhalin to Japan, laid 
once for all upon Russia the money burden 
of the war, and closed to the Russian navy 
for alk time the far eastern seas. 

And, since they have failed to do all this, 
and, perhaps, to do anything, they abandon 
the task to the secretaries, whom this rapid- 
ity of action has left behind. 

But they leave other questions of the Im- 
mediate future here in Portsmouth unset- 
tled, some of them momentous. Today, 
after all, that great battle we have heard 
so much of has not come off. The light of 
battle blood I fancied shone in the eyes of 
the Japanese plenipotentiaries as they left

Each Issue Finally Disposed Of. 
The truth, I belleve, is that this battle, 
like so many others before it, is not a battle 
but a campaign. It has been fought out in 
skirmishes or in engagements which were 


never general. 
Sakhalin was one, indemnity was another, 


was a third. And it seems clear now that 
each one of these contests was final on its 
own particular issue. None seems likely to 
be fought over or to be contested in the 
same way on the same ground. 

Tuesday is not to witness a general en- 
gagement. What will it see? 

To that question the plenipotentiaries 
themselves have ro response. There is, how- 
ever, reason to doubt whether so long an 
adjournment was necessary for the secre- 
taries’ sake. 

It is not known that any proposition look- 
ing toward compromise has come from 
either side. It is, I believe, certain that none 
has come or as near certain as anything in 
connection with a secret conference can be. 
If the cession of Sakhalin and indemnity 
were discussed this morning, it was not with 
any hope of reaching an agreement on either 
side. No bargain has been suggested. 


Conference’s Efforts Exhausted. 


The question of leasing Sakhalin or of limit- 
ing the amount of reimbursement of war 
expenses has not been raised. I addin pass- 
ing that I am told the concessions in respect 
to Manchurian railways, whith I understood 
to be Russian concessions, were really con- 
cessions by Japan to Russia. Nor was any 
approach to an agreement made today con- 
cerning the future of Ruesia’s fleet in eastern 

ters. On no vital point is there, as yet, any 
hint of yielding on either side. 

“If such a hint is to come where is it to 
come from?“ asks one of those most nearly 
concerned. “From Russia or Japan? There 
is no authority as yet for saying that either 
is in a mood to hold out her hand to the other. 

“From England? But England has from 
the beginning taken her position and has de- 
clared she will put no pressure of any kind 
-on her ally, will not even offer any word of 
counsel: or express an opinion. She leaves 
Japan a free hand. 

“From Roosevelt? But the president shut 
himself out, as well as others, when in his 
letter of invitation he asked that the confer- 
ence should be held directly and exclusively ’ 
between Japan and Russia.“ 


Whence Would Intervention Come? 

I do not continue these interrogatives, for 
I can imagine no power, not even Germany— 
no, not even the German emperor—who 
would or could at this moment intervene 
directly to make peace or to urge peace. 

Eut three days are to elapse, and, in the 
words of one of the plenipotentiaries this

It seems strange that after the wrangle, 
which was calculated to bring out the worst 
traits of human character, the plenipoten- 
tiarles were able to reach an agreement upon 
an article which could have been used by 
Russia, had she so desired, to offset one of 
the other punitive conditions of Japan. In 
a spirit of conciliation, like that displayed 
by the Russians, the Japanese envoys also 
granted concessions. — 

Japan Cannot Be Forced. 
At least this little thing indiéates that 


there is a basis of courtesy, and even of good 
will, which will warrant action by the United 


States and other neutral powers. A mem- 


ber of the Japanese mission observed, tonight 
that with Great Britain refusing to enter 


into a combination to coerce Japan in any 


way, it would not be possible to force his 
country to make large concessions to Rus- 


sia unless it decided t do so voluntarily.

The Russians are confident they have the 
sentiment of the world behind them today 
as a result of the willingness they have dis- 
played to comply with the demands of Japen 
as far as possible. M. de Witte points out 
that eight of the twelve demands of the Japa- 
ese envoys have been granted, practically 
without discussion, and he regarded it as 
about time that Japan should make some 
concess lone. He expressed the opinion to- 
night again that so far as indemnity and 
cession of Sakhalin were concerned his gov- 


ernment would remain obdurate. 


Russia Exacted Indemnity. 

A member of the Japanese mission sug- 
gested in answer to the Russian argument 
in regard.to indemnity that, while it might 
be true the czar had never paid an indemnity, 
it was a fact that he had exactedit. Tur- 
key was compelled to pay an indemnity, 
though Russian troops did not occupy Con- 
stantinople, and China was required to pay 


$90,000,000 to the Russian government as a 


result of the Boxer outbreak, and at that 
time Russia was in occupation of Manchuria, 
which is regarded as a province of China. 
Japan, therefore, has as much right, it is 
said, to exact an indemnity from Russia, 
when her troops are in possession of Sakhalin 
and other Russian territory, as the St. Pe- 
tersburg government had in the cases cited.

prevailing view is that the fate of the peace 
conference is already sealed, that it has 
ended in failure, and that all that now re- 
mains is for the plenipotentiaries to meet 
on Tuesday, to which day they adjourned 
this afternoon, upon completing the seratim 


consideration of the Japanese terms, sign the 


final protocol, and bid each other farewell. 
In other words, that the meeting Tuesday 
wit be what diplomacy calls the seance d 
adieu.” 

But there is still room for hope of a com- 
promise. Neither President Roosevelt nor 
the powers will see the chance of peace ship- 
wrecked without a final effort, and that 
pressure is being exerted especially at Tokio 
to induce Japan to moderate her terms is 
beyond question. 


Just what is being done or is to be done, 
has not transpired. King Edward is under- 
stood to be now lending a helping hand, and 


the financiers of the world are known to be 
exerting all their influences. At Tokio and 
St. Petersburg the final issue will be decided. 


Japanese Are Implacable. 

The Japanese have been implacable 
throughout the six days’ sittings. They have 
listened and explained, but they have yielded 
not an iota of the substance of their original 
demands. M. de Witte accepted outright 
seven of the twelve Japanese conditions, one 
in principle and four, including the main 
issues, Indemnity and Sakhalin, he rejected. 
The other two, limitation of naval power 


‘and the surrender of interned warships, 


might have been arranged had there been 
any prospect of agreement on the two points 
upon which the divergence seemed irrecon- 
cilable. 

In the oral discussion of the terms M. de 
Witte yielded upon two articles, but sub- 
stantially the result of the thirteen sittings 
of the plenipotentiaries has only been to 
emphasize the position taken by M. de Witte 


in the written reply he presented last Sat- 


urday to the Japanese terms. 
And now both sides turn to home for the 
last word before the cards are thrown face 
upward upon the table next Tuesday, for the 
impasse reached todey by the plenipoten- 
tiaries is recognized to be only a diplomatic 


fiction. If in the interim fresh instructions 


are received by either side compromise is 
yet possible. But the chances are recognized 
to be slim. So far as the Russian plenipoten- 
tiaries are concerned there never was a 
chance of their yielding both indemnity and 
Sakhalin. The cession of Sakhalin without 
indemnity was, according to the best inside 
information, the extreme limit to which M. 
de Witte would ever consent to go and the 
emperor has not yet given the word even to 
concede that. 
Czar’s Manifesto a Factor. 

And tonight suddenly a new factor has 
been introduced which, in the opinion of 
those most competent ta judge, lessens ma- 
terlally the chances that he might do so— 
namely: the issuance of his manifesto grant- 
ing a popular representative body to his 


subjects. The bearings of this historie 
document, as M. de Witte described it a few 


days ago, upon the issue are easily compre- | 


hensible. It is bound to ameliorate the in- 


ternal situation in Russia. It is the entering 
wedge for the realization of the century old 


dream of the Russian people. 


It will create enthusiasm at home,“ said. 


one of the möst prominent. members of the 
Russian mission, because all thinking men 
realize that it means eventually a great 
change in the composition of the Russian 
state. It will be followed by a true pariia- 
ment, a responsible ministry, a premier, and

It is pointed out that the manifesto is 
timed like what the French call a coup de 
foudre, and that its significance is too plain 
to be questioned. It was to have been issued 
last Saturday when the Russian reply was 
presented, but it was held over until the 
conclusion of the oral consideration of the 
Japanese terms. Meantime the terms had 
been published everywhere throughout Rus- 
The press, even the liberal press, had 
replied’ that Russia could not pay money for 


the privilege of getting out of Manchuria, | 


The emperor had proclaimed publicly to his 
subjects on July 28 in reply to a telegram of 
the Oremburg clergy: 

“The Russian people can rely upon me, 
I will never conclude a peace humiliating or 
unworthy of Great Russia.”’ 

Czar’s Answer to Mikado. 

The manifesto is Emperor Nicholas’ an- 
swer to the Japanese demand for the pay- 
ment of a war tribute. The grant of this 
broad reform is regarded as virtually an ap- 
peal to the Russian people for support to 
resist it. 

At Tokio it is impossible to tell what view 
will be taken. Peace probably can be even 
now secured by the sacrifice of the indem- 
nity. Vague intimations tonight come from 
the Japanese side that “the demand for 
the cost of the war might be moderated, 
but M. de Witte's reply is that he will pay 
liberally for the maintenance of the Russian 
prisoners in Japan, but not a kopeck for 
tribute.“ 

The gravity of the situation from the 
Japanese point of view is contained in the 
following authoritative statement made to- 
night: 

“TIT cannot say positively, because all 
things are possible, but I fear that the 
meeting on Tuesday will be the farewell 
session of the Washington conference. Ja- 
pan has done her utmost for peace. Russia 
now knows Japan's irreducible minimum.”’

| LONDON, Aug. 18.—Hugh Watt, the well 


knewn financier, ex-member of parliament 
from Glasgow, and who was implicated in 
‘the scandal with Lady Violet Beauchamp 
two years ago, Is accused of plotting with 
a detective to kill his former wife. 

Detective Marshall testified in a police 
court today that Watt offered him $25,000 
if he would induce the woman to come to 
Watt's flat, where he proposed to kill her by 
the administration of chloroform and then 
to remove the smell of the chloroform with 
peppermint. 

Watt was remanded for trial on bail of 
$2,000. The police found both chloroform 
and peppermint in Watt's apartments. 


Scandal in High Life. ~ : 

The friendship between Hugh Watt and 
Lady Violet Beauchamp enabled Sir Regi- 
nald Beauchamp to obtain a divorce. 

The suit was followed by a demand by 
Mrs. Watt for the dissolution of her mar- 
riage. Subsequently Mrs. Watt secured pos- 
session of some letters written by Lady Vio- 
let Beauchamp, in which the latter intimat- 
ed that Mrs. Watt had attempted to poison 
her, and imputed all sorts. of infamies to 
her, never dreaming, of course, that she 
would see the letters in question, which 
were of a confidential nature and addressed 
to Mr. Watt. 

‘ Sues Lady Violet for $25,000. 

Armed with these letters Mrs. Watt sued 
Lady Violet for $25,000 damages for libel, 
and for leading her husband astray. 

The jury gave a verdict in favor of Mrs. 
Watt, condemning: Lady Violet, who. is the 
only daughter of the fifth earl of Roden, to 
pay $25,000 damages and costs. 

Lady Violet refused to pay and Mrs. Watt 
instituted bankruptcy proceedings against 
her as being a single woman, where- 
upon Lady Violet married Mr. Watt, 
which checkmated all further attempts 
on the part of Mrs. Watt to recover 
damages, since it isimpossible in English law 
to bankrupt a married woman. 


In Constant Lawsuits. 


Since the granting of the divorce Watt 
and his former wife have been in the law 
courts regarding their marriage settlements, 
and much bitterness has resulted from this 
litigation. A couple of weeks ago the par- 
ties appeared in a police court, Watt charg- 
ing his former wife with having assaulted 
him and violently ejected him from her house, 
where he said he went for the purpose of 
trying to eT their business disagree- 
ments.

The council appropriated $25,000 to de-

It is easy to perceive why such men 
should move at a snail’s pace when it comes 
to comply with the directions of the coun- 
eil that a test suit be brought. But that 
suit is likely to result in the early comple- 
tion of a work which is favored by nearly 
all Chicagoans. Two men who happen to 
hold official positions stand between them 
and their wishes, 

The special assessment attorney, who is 
the legal adviser of the board, has sketched 
out a plan of procedure which he contends is 
legal, and which will expedite matters. But 
the board is inclined to believe that it knows 
more law than its lawyer, and looks with | 
disfavor on a plan which contemplates 
prompt action. It wishes to mark time and 
kill time. 8 

There ought to be an end to this trifling 
with the public patience. If there be mem- 
bers of the board who are so much opposed 
to the boulevard connection that they are 
unwilling to discharge their official duty, let 
them resign and make room for men who, 
whatever their private opinions may be as 
to the expediency of the improvement, do 
not allow their opinions to influence their 
official action. 

It is essential that the test suit should 
reach the Supreme court at the October 
term. It is the duty of the board of local 
improvements to see that it gets there.

for law and public opinion if the board were 
maliciously to delay for a year the prelimi- 
nary steps towards making the connection. 


LET US HAVE PEACE AT NIGHT. 

Mount. Vernon, N. Y.,.is about to. insti- 
tute a novelty in municipal government 
which Chicagoans long for but are not 
likely to get. An ordinance passed by the 
council of that city at the instance of the 
board of health forbids the making of 
“noises of a degree and kind to disturb the 
sleep and quiet of neighbors between the 
hours of 10 o’clock in the evening and 6 
o’clock in the morning.” The board of 
health, recognizing the need of sound sleep, 
wants the nights absolutely given over to 
the quietude that makes for peaceful and 
refreshing slumber. Roosters, dogs, bells, 
whistles, trains; all are forbidden to exer- 
cise their functions of noise during the hours 
of the night. Sleep is to rule undisturbed | 
in Mount Vernon if the ordinance is en- 
forced. 

Regulation of night noises similar to this 
is just the one thing that is needed to make 
existence in Chicago one long, sweet dream 
of metropolitan peace and comfort. Aided 
by the unparalleled lake breeze the average 
Chicagoan’s life has steadily grown longer, 
better, and happier. Unrivaled parks, 
boulevards, and other places of beauty and 
comfort give the citizen of this city abun- 
dant recreation facilities, and, generally, 
life here is good. But there are the noises. 
Chicago ‘could get along without them by 
nicht. Just how much city noise affects for 
evil the nerves, bodies, and characters of 
people is yet to be determined. But it is 
certain that it is responsible for much ill 
health, many soured dispositions, and 
oceans of discontent. It is even probable 
that much wickedness is due to the noises 
of the night. It is hard to be good and 
virtuous and to love one’s neighbor when 
one’s sleep is constantly disturbed by bark-

A HUGE FRAUDULENT VOTE. 

Philadelphians have known for years 
that an enormous fraudulent vote was east 
at every election. They knew that in some 
precincts the number of dishonest votes 
was in excess of that of the honest votes. 
Reform organizations occasionally made 
efforts to purge polling lists which were 
glaringly fraudulent, but they met with no 
success. The mass of the voters were curi- 
ously indifferent. The minority party—the 
democracy—was so hopelessly in the minor 


— 


fraud which it would have made if there 
had been a possibility of its carrying an 
election. 

An ingenious system prevailed which had 
been gradually elaborated by the ring which 
had the city in its grip. About every man 
who worked for the city and owed his job 
to the ring was, required to help in padding 
the voting lists. He had to register from 
three to eight fraudulent voters from his 
house or from a saloon or vacant lot. When 
election day came the organized gangs of 
repeaters did the rest. : | 

When the ring tried to put through the 
gas deal and the citizens rebelled one of 
Mayor Weaver's first steps was to strike 
at that fraudulent vote which was the 
sheet anchor of the ring. He instructed the 
police to make a canvass of the voting lists 
to find the bogus names. Some of them did. 
their work honestly, but others did not, and 
only 31,749 names were reported. The 
mayor ordered the suspicious precincts to 
be canvassed again, and the number of 
names was raised to 60,083. In one pre- 
einet the number jumped from 100 to 680.

RINCE JOHN of England, the youngest 
son of the prince and princess of 
Wales, will de well .cared for in the 
spiritual sense.

It is the fat and jolly 
King Carlos of Portugal who is the Roman 
Catholic sponsor, while the crown prince and 
crown princess of Greece both belong to the 
orthodox Greek church, the crown princess 
having become a convert thereto.a couple of 

years or so after her marriage, much to the 
disgust of her brother, the kaiser. Te: 

The christening took place at Sandringham, 
and, as is invariably the case, with royal 

christeningl, the water used for the purpose 

was that of the River Jordan, of which a 
stock is always kept in bottles at Windsor, 


Potsdam, and at the imperial palace at 


Vienna. The little fellow received three 
names—John, Charles, and Francis. The last 
of the. three is in-memory of his maternal 
grandfather, the kindly and popular Duke 
Frank of Teck. John is in honer ot 
Queen Alexandra's uncle, old Prince John of 
Glucksburg, who is a great favorite with all 
the English royal family, and the name of 
Charles the young prince owes, of course, to 


the king ot Portugal. a 
Neither John nor Oharies precisely is a 
name that figures auspiciously in English 
history.: Charles I. and Charles II., as well 
as the old and the young pretenders, were 
particularly unfortunate, while the record 
of the only John who ever occupied the 
throne of England is distinctly sinister, al-

Lord Vivian, who arrived in the United 
States on Saturday last with his uncle, the 
Hon. Walter Vivian, is a good looking young 
soldier, who threw up the position of equerry 
to the late duke of Cambridge and a commis- 
sion in the diplomati¢ service in order to 
serve as a cavalry officer in South Africa, 
where he considerably distinguished himselt 
and got badly wounded. He has inherited 
his comeliness from his tall and handsome 
mother rather than from his father, the 
slight, short, dapper, and horsey looking 
Creppy Vivian, who,.before his succes- 
sion to his own father’s peerage, was best 
known in London for his skill in leading 
cotillons and for his intrepidity as a steeple- 
chase rider. His devotion to that particular 
form of sport almost brought his official 
career to grief. For, after having had the 


person of the beautiful sister of G. W. Duff, 
Assheton Smith of Vaynol, he secured his 
transfer from a clerkship in the foreign of- 
fice to a diplomatic post—namely: that of 
representative of Great Britain at the court 
of the khedive. Before he had been there 
lot.g@ he allowed himself to be induced to 
rid: one of Khediye I I's horses in a 
steeplechase at Alexandria, donning the silk 
shirt and cap of a jockey for the occasion. 
When this was learnt in London he was 
severely taken to task, both by the queen and 
at the foreign office. It was felt that his 
action in assuming the role of a gentleman 
rider while holding the office of her majesty’s 
representative and minister plenipotentiary 
Was an unpardonable breach of diplomatic 
etiquette, especially so in an oriental coun- 
try, where prestige goes for so much, and 
that his offense was aggravated by the fact 
that the horse which he rode came in igno- 
miniously at the tail end of the procession.

in the presentation of Elliott’s oddities of 
manner and speech, and of his personal ap- 
pearance, of which he was so inordinately 
yain that quite late in life, when over 70, he 
allowed himself to be dragged into a breach 
of promise case by the American adven- 
turess, Amelia Hare, who had won her way 
to his heart and to his purse by professing 
to be infatuated by his manly beauty.“ 


Although King Oscar can no longer be 


considered as king of Norway, since her | 


separation from Sweden is complete, yet it is 
virtually decided that he will continue to 
bear the title until the end of his reign. 
There is plenty of precedent for this. Em- 
peror Francis Joseph still styles himself king 
of Lombardy and of Venice, although nearly 
half a century has elapsed since these two 
kingdoms became provinces of the Italian 
crown. Indeed, he figures as such on most 
Austrian coins of the realm. And although 
Jerusalem has for centuries belonged to the 
sublime porte, the Austrian emperor and 
King Alfonso XIII. style themselves kings 
of Jerusalem. Orange is a French city, and 
was formerly a French province, yet the 
kaiser bears the title of prince of Orange, 
while the queen of the Netherlands is prin- 
cess of Orange. The United States takes no 
exception to the king of Spain's retaining the 
title of sovereign of Porto Rico and of the 
Philippine islands, and in the same way Don 
Carlos of Portugal is officially styled sov- 
ereign lord of. Persia, India, Arabia, and 
Ethiopia. One of the oddest titles, however, 
in this connection is that of the ezar, who 
does not call himself king of Norway, but 
“heir apparent to the Norwegian throne,” and 
if this title has been retained by successive 
emperors of Russia since the days of Czar 
Paul it is because they wish to keep alive 
their claim to Norway, based upon their 
membership of the Holstein Gottorp dynasty, 
which formerly reigned over Norway when 
the latter belonged to Denmark. For the 
reigning house of Russia are Romanoffs only 
on the distaff side of the house and Holstein 
Gottorps paternally. Russia has always had 
her eyes on Norway, the possession of which 
would endow her with what she now needs 
more than ever—namely; a seaport on the 
open sea—on the Atlantic.

ST. LOUIS FIGURES SHOW HOW THE “LID™ | 


[From the St. Louis Post-Dispatch.}. 

Four months have passed since Gov. Folk 
clapped the lid upon the saloons of St. Louis. 
In those four months of the Sunday closing 
law, the governor's determination to en- 
force it, the sentiment of the people for and 


|] against the Sunday saloon, and the lid in 


its various phases—ethical, moral, financial, 
and sociological—have been a burning en- 
tity in St. Louis, stirring the community to 
such feeling of resentment and indorsement 
that it has overshadowed all other locally 
public question. 4.25 
In ͤ the fervor of this debate St. Louis has 
heard everything but the lid’s argument for 
itself. It is an argument of figures. Ad- 
mitting of no controversy as to the things 
which it teaches, it is inoffensive. 
The lid's argument is the record of police 
arrests in St. Louis through the period that 
the lid has been on, compared with the ar- 
rests made in this. same period through 
three prier years. The figures are those of 
the police. They are unprejudiced. — 
They show that during the period that the 
lid has been on the Sunday behavior of the 
city has greatly improved. Drunkenness on 
Sunday has decreased 38 per cent. Disturb- 
ances of the peace on Sunday have decreased 
13 per cent. Assaults with intent to kill 
have decreased 50 per cent. That is, there 
have been 50 per cent fewer arrests for.as- 
sault with intent éo kill, 38 per cent fewer ar- 
rests for drunkefiness, and 13 per cent fewer 
arrests for disturbance of the peace in the 
time that the lid has been on than there 
were in these same four months of the three 
years prior to this, with the lid off. 
This is the arithmetical side of the lid. It 
could not be presented before because the 
time has been insufficient to furnish a fair 
comparison. Four months is time enough 
to make possible an important and compre- 
hensive test. The Post-Dispatch has gath- 
ered these statistics from the police, and 
now pu*lishes them for the first time. Here 
are the comparisons of arrests for various

of Beauty. 


Miss Ethel Puffer“ interesting Study. 


BY ELIA W. PEATTIE. 


188 ETHEL PUFFER of Wellesley 
has ventured upon a. phildsophical ‘ 
treatise on esthetics, which she calls 


“THE PSYCHOLOGY OF BEAU- 

TT.“ The topic is one which Ger- 
mans, Frenchmen, and Englishmen have 
essayed before her, but Miss Puffer avers 
that the science of esthetics is still in its 
beginnings, and it is self-evident that she 
feels, in attempting this work, that she has 
the gallant pleasure of biazing her own way 
through the forest. She makes no claim 
to having said the last word upon the subject 
ehe does not affirm that she has passed 
through the forest and come out upon the 
ere side. But she has aimed to extend the 
pat 

Clarity of: expreseiga - and of 
meaning are qualities upon which the reader 
will be inclined to amn Miss Putter 
frequently. 

„Beauty.“ declares Miss Puffer, “is not 
perfection. And she explains how the 
beauty of an object; or of an idea, lies in its 
power—it permanent. bower—of creating the 
perfect moment. It is the word perma- 
nent that opens up the whole question, and 
causes thé inquirer to ask it beauty be at any 
time absolute; if the personality of the ob- 
server may not legitimately be added to that 
of the beautiful object; if association may not 
enrich a thing already beautiful. Such in- 
quiries are old, indeed—as old as beauty it- 
self. To them Miss Puffer gives a. stern 
reply. Her mental attitude is scientific. It 
Goes not include what she terms the Pa- 
| thetic Fallacy.” That is to say, our per- 
sonal impression and sympathies cannot 
actually enhance the beauty of an object, 


for they cannot be permanent. The stimula~ 


tion of an object of beauty must be general 
and objective; it must not be the result of 
previous experiences related to that object, 
creating what we call sentimentality. On the 
contrary. 

2 loss of the sense of personality is an 
integral part of the esthetic experience,“ 
writes Miss Puffer. The conditions of 
esthetic repose and the loss of self-feeling 
are the same. In fact, it might be sald that, 
within this realm, the two conceptions are 
identical. The true esthetic repose is just 
that perfect rest in the beautiful object which 
is the essence of the loss of N per- 


sonality. 

Near the close of the chapter which con- 
tains these remarks she observes: ‘ The 
Sistine Madonna would not strike so deep in 
feeling were it less crystalline in its unity, 
less trancelike in its repose, and so less en- 
chanting in its suggestion.“ 


One regrets, upon reading this and all that, 


precedes it, that one might not be present at 
a friendly, if eager and nipping, debate of 


this question between Mr. G. K. Chesterton, 


the defender of Watts, and Miss Puffer, the 
advocate of the static in art. 

Consistently, Miss Puffer takes her stand 
against modern “descriptive "’ music. She 
is not a facile compromiser of divergent ideas, 
but courageously faces each esthetic e. 
tion as it arises. 

“Is music good because it is expressive?’ 
she inquires, ‘‘ and bad because it is too little 
expressive? or is its goodness and badness 
independent of its expressiveness? Such a 
question is not to be answered by recognizing 
two kinds of goodness. 

She sets about her definition of good music 
and employs many pages in the doing of it. 
The conclusion which she reaches is that 
music has its definite limits, which it is un- 
dignified and unesthetic for it to exceed. It 
must not filch from literature for its effects. 
It must not tell a story or offer a cho- 
logical struggle for the emotional stimula- 
tion of Msteners, nor attempt to link a musical 
expression with one set of ideas. It must offer 
its beauties according to musical laws, and 
leave the emotion to the listener. Music is 
not, Miss Puffer would probably urge, 

“heightened speech.“ 

In regard to the beauty of literature, Miss 
Puffer is as consistent and as just as else- 


‘where. She does not take that . so of- 


fensive to a sincere writer, that expression 
and medium are everything, and the thing 
said as naught, Literature, she observes, 
consists of ideas. It therefore follows that 
beauty of idea is required. She makes the 
subject as vital a part of literature as the ex- 
pression. 

It is the full perception of this fact that 
sustains the devoted maker of good books 
in his conviction that literature is the freest 
and most expansive of the arts; that protects 


him from all temptation to exchange his art 
tor any other; but too often the advocates of 


the theory of “art for ‘art's sake in their 
revolt against the Puritanic understanding 
of good literature have proved themselves 
oblivious to nobility and splendor in litera- 
ture. 

Miss Puffer feels literature to be the ex- 
pression of life—life as it is. That is inclu- 
sive enough for any one. Yet she gtves it the 
right to hold for itself the most distinguished 
exclusiveness when she says: 

„No, the word is nothing in itself; Bile | 
not sound primafily, but thought. The word 
is but a sign, a negligible quantity in veka | 


} intercourse—a counter in which the coins 


are ideas and emotions—merely legal tender, 
of mo value save in exchange. What we 
really experience in the sound of a sentence, 
in the sight of a printed page, is a complex 
sequence of visual and other images, ideas, 
emotions, feelings, logical relations, swept 
along in the stream of consciousness—differ- 
ing, indeed, in certain ways from daily ex- 
perience, but yet primarily of the web of | 
life itself. The words in their eis 
march, tempo, melody, a 
to this flood; hasten, retard, undulate, or 
calm it: but it is the thought, the under- 
stood experience, that is the stuff of liter- 
ature.” 

There is a temptation to dilate upon Miss 
Puffer’s treatment of this subject, but the 
matter ts to be had in the book, where it 
may be considered by all so inclined. Chap- 
ters upon “The Emotions of the Drama 
and “The Beauty of Ideas conciude the 
volume. The latter is a strong chapter and 
one which will be valued by the literary 
student striving for intellectual moral

He has started out with 
the intention of attending a couple of fétes of 
the kind he most detests, but, encountering - 
a severe storm, causes his coachman to turn 
back. Arriving at his room, concludes 
that never again will he be at the trouble of 
accepting or declining an invitatiédn. He 
takes his revolver from his desk, and, plac- 
ing the chilly little muzzle of it against his 
head, fires. At that moment a fearful clap 
of thunder convulses London. For a.time 
Somervile knows nothing. When de de- 
comes conscious it is to find himself lying 
naked on a pallet, without coverings. He 
summons his valet, who appears before him 
naked as at the hour of his birth. From 
Towers, the valet, the earl learns that the 
storm has swept every vestige of cloth and 
paper from London. The upholstery has 


mains by which any may cover themselves. 
London is locked in its chambers, the man 
declares. Business has ceased. The tele- 
phone is the only medium of communication 
remaining. 

Twelve days pass and men and women re- 
main in solitude. Then a wave of acute im- 
patience with the confinement and the lone- 
liness sweeps over town, and the bolts of 
London shoot back. The multitude is swarm- 
ing upon the streets, stripped of all save that 
which God has given them, and, to their un- 
speakable dismay, they find their loneliness 
accentuated. They stare at each other with- 
out recognition. They cannot tell prince 
from butler. They do not know whom to 
salute or whom to ignore. Their temple of 
civilization has tumbled about their heads. 

To follow the tale through its vicissitudes 
would take too long. Let it suffice that, as 
poverty no longer appeared revolting be- 
cause of the hideousness in which it was 
clothed, the sorrow and shame of the poor 
disappeared. As the rich found few ways of 
spending their money, they ceased to pride 
themselves because of their riches. Because 
publishers had nothing but parchment upon 
which to print their books, their lists were 
carefully weeded. Only true and beautiful 
books found publication. Pictures and stat- 
ues recording in paint or marble the arti- 
ficialities were torn from walls and pedestals 
and aonsigned to a sort of mortuary museum, 


where the morbidly disposed or the humor-: 
Men and 
‘women, dentded of all that hid their ugli- 


ous migtt find food for thought. 


ness, began to beautify their bodies with 
exercise, temperance, cleanliness, and dig- 
nity. The cruelties and superficialities of 
society crumbled before these conditions, 
which placed each man upon the basis, 
strong or weak, of his own character; which 
restored beauty to its own, and liberated 
thought from the close limits of artificiality. 

The story is ingenious to a degree. But 
it deserves, also, some higher praise than 
that. Though a hint of mockery appears in 
it, it seems, after it is closed, to have pro- 
duced a vitalizing effect upon the mind. 
Written without especial care for form, say- 
ing with hearty directness what is to be said, 
it leaves the mind in a glow of activity. It 
is mot too much to say that any reader will 
be both diverted and influenced toward sim- 
plicity and democracy by reading it. Her- 
bert B, & Co., Boston.)

ONDER whether Mr. Gilbert Chester- 
ton, was born with a topsy-turvy mind 
‘or whether his way of looking at things 
is altogether cultivated. Whether born 
or achieved, however, it is amusing, and 


one is aghast to find that one’s firmest con- 


victions are scattered to the winds by Mr. 
Chesterton's pen. 

We all think that we have: our opinion of 
Kipling, for example, and that it is the right 
opinion, but we read Mr. Chesterton's opin- 
ion, which is entirely opposite from the one 
we have cherished, and he convinces us. We 
have been taught since childhood that two 
and two make four, but if Mr. Chesterton 
wanted to he could prove by convincing illus- 
tration that two and two make six. 

Patriotism we have long believed was the 
inspiration of Kipling’s muse, but Mr. Ches- 
terton says most emphatically that—* 
The great gap in his mind is what may be 
roughly called the lack of patriotism—that 
is to say, he lacks altogether the faculty 
of attaching himself to any cause or com- 
munity A en and tragically, for all finality 
must be tragic. He admires England, but 
he does not love her: for we admire things 
with reasons, but love them without reasons. 
He admires England because she is strong, 
not because she is English. There is no harsh- 
ness in saying this, for,.to do him justice, he 


avows it with his usual picturesque can- 


dor. In an interesting poem, he says that— 
I England was what England seems 


that is, weak and inefficient; if England were 


not what (as he believes) she is--that is, pow- 
‘erful and practical— 

How quick we 4 chuck her! But she 
aln't.“ 

Carrying out his argument, Mr. ‘Chester- 
tons,adds: 

“A Man may have würnt much about 


women in flirtations, and still be ignorant 


of first love; a man may have known as many 
lands as Ulysses and 1977 be ignorant of pat- 
riotism.” 

Mr. Chesterton 0 argues, and would ap- 
pear to prove, that Kipling does not know 
England. Could anything seem more ab- 
surd? And yet the argument seems reason- 
able enough: ‘ 

“He knows England as an intelligent 
English gentleman knows Venice. has 
been to England a great many times; he has 
stopped there for long visits. But he does 
not belong to it, or to any place; and the 
proot of it is this, that he thinks of England 
as a place. The moment we are rooted in a 
place, the place vanishes. We live like a tree 
with the whole strength of the universe.” 


All of this interesting argument and more 
I find in Mr. Chesterton’s new book, 
“ HERETICS,” which John Lane will pub- 
lish during the coming month. 

In Bernard Shaw Mr. Chesterton has a 
subject to his hand. Now, I am quite sure 
that every one agrees that Mr. Shaw is more 
or less of a capering humorist, a dazzling 
acrobat, a quick change artist; that he can- 
not be taken seriously, and that he. will do 
anything to'startle and amuse. Al? this Mr. 
Chesterton declares to be not only untrue, 
but ‘glaringly the opposite of truth,” 
ly adding that: 

The whole force and triumph of Mr. 
Bernard Shaw lie in the fact that he is a 
thoroughly consistent man. So far from his 


bold- 


power consisting in jumping through hoops | 


or standing on his head, his power consists 
in holding his own fortress nigtit and day. 
He puts the Shaw test rapidly and rigor- 
ously to everything that happens in heaven 
or earth. His standard never varies. The 
thing which weak minded revolutionists and 
weak minded conservatives really hate (and 
fear) in him, is exactly this, that his scales, 
such as they are, are held even, and that 
his law, such as it is, is justly enforced. 
You may attack his principles, as I do, but 
I do not know of any instance in which you 
can attack their application.“ 

Mr. Chesterton is convinced that he 1b 
perfectly well what Mr. Shaw will be say- 
ing thirty years hence—he will be saying 
what he has always said: 


“If thirty years hence I meet Mr. Shaw, a 
reverent being with a silver beard sweeping 
the earth, and say to him, ‘ One can never, of 
course, make a verbal attack upon a lady,’ 
the patriarch will lift his aged hand and fell

use Mr. Chesterton, of proving that black 
is white, but théy never ask whether 
current color-language is always correct.” 
In everyday life, says Mr. Chesterton, we 
call grapes white which are manifestly green. 
We give to the European, whose complexion 
is “a sort of pink drab,” the horrible title 


of ‘white man ’—a picture more blood curd- 


Ung than any specter in Poe.” Mr, Shaw 
“appears eccentric and grotesque because 
he will not accept the general belief that 
white is yellow. He has based all his pbril- 
liancy and solidity upon the hackneyed but 
yet forgotten fact that truth is stranger than 
fiction. Truth, of course, must of necessity 
de stranger than fiction, for we have made 
fiction to sult ourselves.“ 

Mr. Shaw, therefore, not being eastly 
pleased, decides to throw over humanity and 
go in for. progress for its ownsaks: 

“If man, as we know him, is incapable of 
the philosophy of progress, Mr. Shaw asks 
not for a new kind of philosophy. but for a 
new kind of man. It is as if a nurse had tried 
a bitter food for some years on a baby, and 
oh discovering that it was not suitable should 
not throw away the food and ask for a new 
food, but throw the baby out of the window 
and ask for a new baby.” 

Of Whistler, Mr. Chesterton says that 
he never ceased to be an artist, but as Max 
Beerbohm has pointed out he really re- 
rey Whistler as his greatest work of 

art.” The white look, the single eyeglass, 
the remarkable hat—these were much dearer 
to him than any nocturnes or afrangements 
‘that he ever threw oft, He could throw off 


the nocturnes; for some mysterious reason | 


he could not throw of the hat.“ 


In the language of the day, Mr. Chester- 
ton has sized Moore most ac- 


curately: 


„We feel as if we were being slide 
through a gallery of really fine pictures, into 
each of which by some useless and dis- 
cordant convention, the artist had represent- 
ed. the same figure in the same attitude. 
‘The Grand canal with a distant view of 
Mr. Moore.’ ‘ Effect of Mr. Moore through 
a ch Mist.“ Mr. Moore by Firelight,’ 
Ruins of Mr. Moore by Moonlight,’ and 
80 on.“ 

I quite agree with a clever English re- 
viewer, Nora Chessoh, that to review a 
book by Mr. Chesterton is as exhijarating 
an occupation as running after a hat bowl- 
ing in a high wind down a long and gentle 


slope. The only difference I find is that 


at the foot of the slope you may be able to 
catch up with the hat, but there is no place 
where you can quite catch up with Mr. Cheer 
terton. 


One of the most interesting as well as ime | 


portant of forthcoming books is “ RUSSIA 


Villart, which Messrs. James Pott & Co. will 
publish. M. Villari is the author of that 
admirable volume, “Italian Life in Town 
and Country.“ He has applied some of the 


same methods to the writing of this book the 


style of which is most entertaining. The 
book is the result of.much careful study 
made on the spot. Months spent in the 
towns and in the country before the war 
with Japan and since have given M. Villari 
unusual opportunuity. He has, however, 
limited himself to recording a traveler's im- 
pressions of Russia during the war, giving 
especial prominence to the economic side of 
the subject. He has, nevertheless, dealt with 
certaim special aspects of Russian life, which, 
though not directly conmected with the war, 
are most interesting in themselves and will 
be found quite new by the general reader. 
‘That the preent war will not be altogether 
a bad thing for Russia is M. Villari’s opin- 
ion, for he believes that it will. mark the 


transition of Russia from the middle ages 


to the twentieth century, from the eastern 
to the western world, from barbarism to 
civilization.’’ If this augury proves true.the 
lesson of the war, though learned ata fright- 
ful cost, will not have proved unworthwhile.

OTHER GRAIN RATE WAR. 


New Tariff Between Kansas City, 
Omaha, and Chicago Regarded as 
a Reduction—Renewed Battle at 
Beginning of the Shipping Season 
Would Cause Serious Loss for 
Transportation Lines — Trackage 
Alliance Reported. 


Executive officers of the western roads are 
much exercised over the prospects of a grain 
rate war just at the time when the heavy 
grain movement is beginning. The Great 
Western recently announced a new tariff 
on grain between Omaha, Kansas City, and 
Chicago, whieh the other roads construed 


denied that such was the intention. The 
other roads cut their tariff 2% cents on 
wheat and corn, and there is prospect of @ 
lively fight unless the executive officers can 
get together and restore normal conditions. 
Should a rate war come at this time it 


| would mean an enormous loss to the west- 


ern roads, which, following the losees they 
sustained last winter through the war with 
the gulf lines, would put a crimp in their 
annual balance sheets. For this reason Wall | 
street is bringing pressure to bear to effect 
some sort of a settlement, 

This controversy has brought the rates 
from Kansas City to Chicago down to 8 
cents on wheat and 7 cents on corn; the 
normal rate ‘is 12 and 11 centa The rates 
from Omaha to Chicago also have been re- 
duced to 10% cents on wheat and 9% cents on 
corn. Should the rate remain as low as this, 
or go lower, it would mean a loss of from 
$1,000,000 to $2,000,000 to the railroads this 
season, A conference of the executive offi- 
cers will be held next week to try to effect a 
settlement. 

Traffic Alliance Is Reported. : 

It is reported that an important trackag> 
and traffic alliance between the Rock Island 
and the Santa Fé systems is pending. The 
Santa Fé is anxious to gain entrance to St. 
Louis and the Rock Island is anxious to have 
its line used by the Santa Fé, The proposed 
arrangement is for the Santa Fe to have the 
use of the Rock Island’s line from Kansas 
City and in return to give the Rock Island 
the use of its main line between Kansas City 
and California. 

Sugar Rate War to doe on. 

It is reported that the sugar rate war be- 
tween the eastern and western lines and 
the guif roads will continue. Conferences 
held in Niagara Falls last week were thought 
to augur a settlement, but it is now said 
that some of the roads are unwilling to come. 
to an agreement. 

The Chicago and Northwestern has an-
